Venus Northern Extremes 2020 2023 2026 


Venus northern extremes appear with the constellation Orion near the May 6 solar cross quarter. 
April: Venus sets with Rigel about 22 days before northern extreme. 

May: Rigel and Betelgeuse point to the Venus northern extreme. 
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Venus 22 days before northern extreme. 


Stars are visible 1 hour after sunset. 

Orion moves down about 1 degree every day, disappearing below the horizon in May. 



Petroglyphs show Venus northern extreme with Orion: 


Venus morning star aligns to the Rigel-Betelgeuse line of Orion near the August 6 solar cross quarter: 

July 31 - August 23 1-2 hours before sunrise. 2020 2022 2025 

Orion moves up 0.8 degrees every day. Orion's belt spans 1.6 degrees (2 days). 
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Famous Venus Northern Extreme Petroglyph 


Petroglyph (east sky): Petroglyph geometry flipped to west sky: 




1100 years ago, Venus aligns to the Rigel-Betelgeuse line of Orion about 10 days before 
northern extreme. Then Venus moves to Gemini after the northern extreme.
